Investment Credit 
Vs. Accelerated 
Depreciation 


A commentator in another 


newspaper lays great emphasis 
on the business advantage of 
having the 7 per cent investment 
credit restored. But from actual 
experience we have found the 
accelerated 
depreciation 


schedule to be more valuable 
than the investment credit. 


The investment credit was in 


effect when we made The Star's 
conversion from letterpress to 
the offset system of printing Dec. 
28, 
1965. 
Later 
it 
was 


discontinued, and now has been 
restored. 


The investment credit costs 


the government tax revenue 
because a private business is 
permitted to deduct 7 per cent of 
the cost of new machinery from 
its federal income tax in the year 
the machines were purchased. 
But for that one year only. And 
its effect upon a business is to 
cause it to spend 7 per cent more 
than it would have spent without 
this special credit. 


But what the average business 


wants is not a one-year tax credit 
but help in meeting the annual 
payments on new machinery. 
This is what the accelerated 
depreciation schedule does—and 
it costs the government not a 
dime in tax revenue. 


On a 15-year depreciation 


schedule the first seven and a 
half years bear a heavy write- 
off and low taxes, while depre- 
ciation is lighter and taxes are 
heavier in the last seven and 
a half years.

make the gamble in the first 
place.

Split Senate Takes 
Up School Busing

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


sharply divided Senate today 
returns to the bitter dispute 
over busing of school children 
for desegregation purposes. 


Forces supporting a tough an- 


tibusing stance appeared nearly 
evenly matched against those 
backing a milder approach. Be- 
cause of a complex parlia- 
mentary situation, it will take 
at least five separate votes to 
produce a settlement, but that 
could come by day's end. 


The Senate Monday consid- 


ered other aspects of the bill 
authorizing $23 billion for high- 
er education and $1.5 billion for 
school desegregation. Senators 
adopted a proposal aimed at 
ending discrimination against 


women 
from 
grade school 


through graduate school. 


The Senate has agreed to 


wind up all work on the bill 
Wednesday. 


Civil rights forces were cau- 


tiously hopeful they had the 
votes to reverse a 43-40 tally 
last Friday in favor of a far- 
reachitig antibusing rider. They 
hope to knock it out of the bill.

rider, 
sponsored 
by 


Republican Whip Robert Griffin, 
would strip federal courts of the 
power to issue busing orders in 
desegregation cases. 


The compromise would pre- 


serve the present powers of the 
courts to use busing as a reme- 
dy if necessary to end state-im- 
posed school segregation.

Nixon Welcomed Home; 
Made No Secret Deals

WASHINGTON (AP) - Re- 


turning from his historic jour- 
ney to China, President Nixon 
has told the nation his talks 
with Communist leaders sowed 
the seeds for "a more-enduring 
structure for peace" without se- 
cret deals undercutting any 
ally. 


He sought upon his return to 


soothe 
conservatives 
fretting 


about his pledge to ultimately 
withdraw all U.S. troops from 
Taiwan—an effort being contin- 
ued today in a meeting with 
congressional leaders. 


"We did not bring back any 


written or unwritten agreement 
that will guarantee peace in 
our time," Nixon said in nation- 
ally televised remarks minutes 
after he concluded his 12-day, 
20,395-mile trip to the long-hos- 
tile and isolated Asian nation. 


But, he said to the cheers of 


several thousand persons jam- 


med into a hangar at Andrews 
Air 
Force 
Base 
for 
star- 


spangled welcome-home cere- 
monies, "We made some neces- 
sary and important 
begin- 


nings." 


Nixon delivers a more-de- 


tailed private report today at a 
mid-morning meeting with con- 
gressional leaders, then meets 
with his Cabinet. 


Even as he flew home from 


China and what he called a 
"week of intensive talks at the 
highest level," several congres- 
sional leaders praised his jour- 
ney. Among the warm endorse- 
ments was one from a longtime 
administration critic, Sen. Ed- 
ward M. Kennedy, D-Mass. 


But some conservatives in 


Nixon's own Republican party 
fretted about his pledge to ulti- 
mately withdraw U.S. troops 
from Taiwan.

City Increases 
Electric Rates 


Electric bills for the month of 


February which are now being 
delivered to the customers of 
Hope's 
Municipal 
Electric 


System will have 1 mill per 
kilowatt hour added to cover the 
increasing 
cost of fuel. 
The 


curtailment of natural gas to 
electric generating stations has 
caused power companies to have 
to go to a much more expensive 
fuel. The use of fuel oil instead of 
natural gas presently costs 2-1z 
times as much to produce a 
kilowatt hour of electricity. 


Hope's wholesale rate, and the 


retail rates to the user, are based 
on a fuel cost of 25c per million 
b.t.u. - roughly 1,000 cubic feet of 
gas. Supplementing the gas 
supply with fuel oil has raised the 
average cost to 40c for the same 
amount of heat. The fuel prices 
have been somewhat above the 
25c on which the rates were 
based but for sometime the Hope 
System had been absorbing the 
increase 
that 
most power 


companies were already passing 
on to their users. The recent 
jump in fuel cost has forced the 
municipal system to apply the 
fuel adjustment fur the first time 
ever. (Jas companies have 
already been granted a large 
increase in price of natural gas 
and. even if the shortage of gas in 
Arkansas is corrected by ad- 
ditional supply, the price is due 
tu get higher. 


The e!r_Tg;> crisis, which is 


nationwide, assures that more 
expensive fuels will have to be 
used. It is hoped that the 1 mill 
fuel adjustment will hold for the 
next few years, but there is no 
assurance that this will be true. 
Present development of nuclear 
energy in Arkansas could have a 
stabilizing effect on energy cost 
for several years. 


Albert Graves, Chairman of 


the Water & Light Commission, 
said that he hated to see even this 
very small increase added to the 
bills, since it is the first time in 
history that electric prices have 
had to be raised at all. Hope's 
rates have been lowered twice 
since 1958 and the city now en- 
joys some of the lowest rates in 
Arkansas. While several utility 
companies, including the South- 
west Arkansas Rural Elec- 
trification Administration, are 
asking fur increased rates, the 
Water & Light Commission feels 
that this system can operate 
under its present low rates ex- 
cept for fuel adjustment charges, 
which will be a very .-.mail part of 
the cost of total .service.

A USDA report Monday said 


choice beef cost consumers a 
record $1.11 per pound last 
month, compared with $1.08 in 
December. Of that, farmers got 
82.5 cents compared with 80.3 
in December. Compared with a 
year earlier they received near- 
ly 23 per cent more for their 
share of what consumers paid. 


Department economists have 


predicted net farm income will 
rise this year to a record level, 
largely because of higher live- 
stock prices. 


The breakdown of what farm- 


ers receive from the super- 
market 
was 
included in 
a 


"market basket" report on food 
prices. The market basket is a 
list of commodities used to 
show how much it costs to feed 
a typical family for one year. 


At January's rate, the mar- 


ket basket cost $l,27r r.-0mpared 
with $1,268 in Dec..,iber. The 


farmers' share in January was 
$512 compared with $491 in De- 
cember. The middleman share 
in January was $763 compared 
with $775 in December. 


Pork prices also went up last 


month to a retail average of 
76.3 cents per pound, with the 
farmer getting 44.1 cents.

Kissinger said the contact 


point would be similar to War- 
saw which still provides formal 
channels for such talks. There 
also has been speculation about 
Stockholm or the Swedish Em- 
bassy in Peking as a contact 
point. 


Barnett pointed out that Pe- 


king refuses to send any repre- 
sentative to the United States 
while the Chinese Natiinalist 
ambassador is in Washington 
represent 
Taiwan. However, 


the U.N. headquarters in New 
York apparently would be ac- 


ceptable because the building is 
legally 
outside 
the 
United 


States. 


The Nixon-Chou communique 


provides for a senior U.S. rep- 
resentative to visit Peking as 
the need arises. 


As for other points, Barnett 


minimized 
the possibility of 


trade or an outburst of tourism 
and travel in China. 


He said the Chinese have also

highly bureaucratic in 


trade relations, and already 
have found Japanese, German, 
Italian and Canadian firms to 
deal with.

any kind," Nixon told the thou- 
sands who jammed a hangar at 
Andrews Air Force Base Mon- 
day night to cheer his return 
from the precedent-shattering 
trip.

mately will withdraw all its 
forces from Nationalist-con- 
trolled Taiwan has raised criti- 
cism and concern over a pos- 
sible sellout.

NASHVILLE, Tenn. (AP) - 


Tennessee has become the na- 
tion's leader in rabies, state 
health officials said Monday as 
fox poisoning teams worked 
against the clock to reduce the 
fox population before it goes 
into hiding for the summer. 


Dr. Luther E. Fredrickson, a 


state veterinarian, said his of- 
fice has confirmed rabies in 57 
animals. Kentucky is next with 
54 confirmed cases. 


"This is the first time this 


year that Tennessee has sur- 
passed Kentucky," Fredrickson 
said. 


Most of the confirmed cases 


have affected foxes, and those 
animals have been under at- 
tack by the Game and Fish 
Commission poison teams. But 
numerous cases of the disease 
have been in domestic dogs, the 
veterinarian said. 


Domestic 
animals 
are 
in 


much greater danger of con- 
tracting the disease if they are 
not vaccinated, Fredrickson 
said. The increase in rabies 
among 
domestic 
animals, 


shows that pet owners became 
complacent about having their 
pets 
vaccinated 
during 
the 


years when fox rabies was at 
low ebb, he said. 


The Game and Fish Commis- 


sion's fox control teams report 
killing about 1,500 foxes, the 
chief carriers of the disease, in 
Rutherford and DeKalb coun- 
ties east of Nashville. 


The reduction in the fox pop- 


ulation will help break the 
rabies cycle, Fredrickson said, 
but significant results will not 
be seen until next year. 


The teams moved into nearby 


Cannon County Monday and are 
scheduled to begin work in 
Warren County next week.

Soroyan Survives on Loneliness 


FRESNO, Calif. (AP) — Wil- 


liam Saroyan, his face bor- 
dered by shaggy gray hair and 
adorned with a walrus mous- 
tache, feels he thrives in what 
he calls "majestic loneliness." 


"The 
making of anything 


really worth making calls for 
an isolation," says the 63-year- 
old author. "Isolation and ne- 
cessity for intense concentra- 
tion over a prolonged period of 
time make the artist almost an- 
tisocial." 


Saroyan, who has been telling 


stories about life in and around 
Fresno for almost half a centu- 
ry, continued in a rare inter- 
view: "The loneliness is not 
despearte, 
abject 
loneliness, 


but a kind of majestic loneli- 
ness—a 
kinship with larger 


things. They may be isolated, 
but they're not alone." 


Saroyan still writes daily be- 


cause "I'm a writer full time, 
all the time. 


"And in my 64th year it's 


sensible and more creative- 
other than creative loafing, that 
is, and I can't do that." 


Saroyan's writing has com- 


bined probes into mysteries of 
living and dying with glimpses 
of the unique character of indi- 
viduals. To achieve the sense 
that "each one is a distinctly 
separate person," he employs a 
philosophy 
that "speed 
and 


brevity is the point, out of 
which comes unified work." 


His prime example of speed 


was "The Time of Your Life," 
the 1940 Pulitzer Prize winner 
penned during six days of al- 


most constant effort. 


The play, for which Saroyan 


refused the Pulitzer because he 
wouldn't be "patronized," was 
revived in 1969 and currently is 
playing in Washington, D.C. 


"If he knows somebody, Saro- 


yan is very warm," said a local 
friend, sculptor Varaz Samuel- 
ian. "He doesn't pay attention 
to people with great position or 
in big business." 


Saroyan described his latest 


of more than 60 books, "Places 
Where I've Done Time," as a 
collection of 84 short stories 
ranging from unpleasant times 
of his life to mixed pleasures of 
putting in time in Paris and 
Fresno. 


"Anywhere you spend time, 


you do time," the author said. 
"I spent time in an orphanage 
and three years in the Army. 
That was jail time to me. Oth- 
erwise, you simply 'put up' the 
rest of the time. We've been 
putting up with dismal weather 
these last three weeks, haven't 
we?" 


Saroyan's orphanage time 


was at age 3 after his father 
died. His mother brought the 
family together again later, 
providing him 
an 
American 


childhood blended with Arme- 
nian 
ancestry 
that 
flavored 


Saroyan's mostly 
autobiogra- 


phical short stories, plays and 
novels.

have that zipping feeling of 
muscles and brain working 
in smooth harmony. Drugs, 
other than an aspirin now 
and then for headache, are 
out. As far as diet, I was 
raised in a vegetarian home 
and never ate meat until 
going into the Army at 18. I 
now eat meat three to five 
times a week, but only fowl, 
fish or steak, occasionally 
hamburger, never any pork. 
I still have my hair and 
teeth.

Lebanon Moves in Army

100-square-mile area which the 
government turned over to the 
Palestinians months ago.

claimed they killed about 50 
guerrillas and wounded nearly 
100 in four days of air

casualties totaled 11 wounded 
and that all had returned to 
duty.

U. S. Trade Deficit 
$2.9 Billion in '71

NEW YORK (AP) — The 


United States last year ran up 
a trade deficit with the rest of 
the world of $2.9 billion. In 
some degree it meant that we 
were 
out-produced 
and out- 


traded, and the shock is having 
reverberations. 


Should the country react to 


stiffer competition by fighting 
harder? Or should it protect it- 
self by barricading its mar- 
kets? Should it work with other 
nations to build trade, hoping 
thereby to reverse the trade 
deficit? 


The alternatives sound like 


something you once read in 
your history book, but they are 
very current considerations. 


If passed, for example, the 


Burke-Hartke bill would build 
barriers to foreign competition 
in American markets. And at a 
meeting between U.S. and Eu- 
ropean 
businessmen 
in Ver- 


sailles. France, this week those 
alternatives will underlay even' 
discussion. 


One of the main reasons why 


this 
decision is 
before 
the 


American people especially is 
that the United States obviously 
has lust some of its unique ad- 
vantages in world trade. 


A! one tune American tech- 


nology and marketing know- 
how was so superior to that of 
other nations that it was com- 
mon to hear Europeans and 
others talk of American eco- 
t i i . f i i i c 
1 domination. 


The United States no longer 


has any corner on technology. 
In production arid marketing it 
lias much to learn from the 


amazing performance of Japan. 
And in government-industry co- 
operation it can learn from a 
dozen nations. 


And while the country faces a 


new economic world, it must 
also adjust domestically to fac- 
tors that seem to be exerting a 
strong drag on its ability to 
produce efficiently. 


Strikes, 
the 
lack 
of 
en- 


thusiasm in spending for re- 
search and development, the 
lack of access to training in la- 
bor skills, the oligarchic nature 
of pricing in some areas of the 
economy have all 
weakened 


productivity. 


There is the likelihood also 


that 
Americans 
are 
slightly 


more inclined to settle for se- 
curity rather than compete for 
the dazzling prospect of a high- 
er economic level, which was 
one of the great lures to pro- 
ductivity. 


Inflation, of course, makes 


American goods less com- 
petitive abroad. And since it 
puts money into the hands of 
buyers, it tends to make the 
market for foreign goods more 
attractive. 


Whatever the reasons, 
the 


United States must decide 
again, as it has in the past, 
which way it is to go: more 
trade through open markets or 
less trade because of restricted 
markets. 


The United States still can 


dangle before any other nation 
the 
largest 
market 
in 
the 


world, one that it shared openly 
with nations that once were 
weak but which now are able to 
care for themselves. 


In that respect, the United 


States is still unique. 


oblivious of the difference be- 
tween right and wrong or ad-

Posing as businessmen, Asso- 


ciated Press newsmen in five 
cities asked a standard set of 
questions by 
telephone, one 


concerning prices and one 
about wages. In six of the 10 
cases the IRS answers were ei- 
ther wrong, when 
compared 


with government 
regulations, 


or too vague to be of use. 


In one instance an IRS man 


suggested that the caller get 
around pay regulations by us- 
ing a tactic of questionable le- 
gality. 


These findings raise questions 


about 
how well 
wage-price 


guidelines can work if they con- 
fuse even the government offi- 
cials enforcing them. 


However, the spot check is 


based on only 10 questions, a 
tiny fraction of the tens of thou- 
sands of public inquiries about 
pay and price matters that the 
IR'S handles each month. Also 
of note is that the check comes 
as the IRS is neck-deep in its 
primary task of collecting 1971 
income taxes. 


Since the spot check was 


made the IRS independently 
has begun its own program of 
monitoring its answers to ques- 
tions from the public, a spokes- 


man said in Washington. 


Highlights of the AP spot 


check: 


—A Uis Angeles IRS official 


advised a newsman posing as a 
garage owner that he could 
give his mechanics a 
raise 


above the Pay Board's 5.5-per- 
cent guideline if he would "pro- 
mote them to a new job title." 
Such a bogus promotion would 
almost certainly violate federal 
regulations. 


In fact, the IRS man himself 


cautioned the caller that he 
might be questioned if a gov- 
ernment spot check disclosed 
the questionable move. "It's a 
risk you have to take if you 
want to give them a raise," he 
said. He did not mention the 
penalty, up to a $5,000 fine, for 
violating wage-price guidelines. 


-A New York IRS official 


wrongly told a caller posing as 
the owner of a dry-cleaning 
store that he would have to 
post lists of his base prices and 
that his profits could not ex- 
ceed 2.5 per cent a year. Only 
large retail stores must post 
prices, not service firms such 
as dry-cleaning stores. And, no- 
where in the Price Commis- 
sion's regulations is there any 
mention of a 2.5-per-cent limit 
on profits. 


—In Boston, an official right- 


ly told the "dry cleaner" that 
he could raise prices to cover 
increased costs, but failed to 
mention that 
profit margins 


cannot be raised above those > 


that prevailed over two of the 
last three fiscal years. 


- New York and Atlanta call- 


ers, both posing as the garage 
owner who wanted 
to give 


raises to his employes, were 
not given detailed advice about 
a rule that might well have 
helped him. This rule says that 
the Pay Board will grant an ex- 
ception allowing raises of up to 
7 per cent for a firm that can 
prove it needs to attract or hold 
essential employes. The fiction- 
al garage owner said he wanted 
to keep his skilled employes, 
but was told he couldn't give 
any more than a 5.5-per-cent 
raise.
